SUBJECT: NEWS SUMMARY 

1. FOLLOWING IS REVIEW OF MARCH 21 AND 22 NEWS ARTICLES 
U.N. AND OTHER EVENTS. 

2. RHODESIA - ON MARCH 21 SOUTHERN AFRICAN ISSUES TOOK A 
BACK SEAT TO THE MIDDLE EAST SITUATION IN MAJOR MEDIA. 

AP MOVED A SHORT PIECE ON THE SWEARING-IN OF THE LEADERS 
OF THE RHODESIAN TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT.. ..AT THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT NOON BRIEFING JOHN TRATTNER WAS ASKED FOR 
COMMENTS ON THE SWEARING IN. HE SAID, "IF THE REPORTS 

OF THE SWEARING-IN OF THE INTERIM GOVERNMENT IN SALISBURY 
IS ANOTHER STAGE IN THE PROCESS OF POLITICAL CHANGE IN 
RHODESIA, AS FAR AS WE CAN SEE THE CRUCIAL QUESTIONS RE- 
MAIN UNRESOLVED." HE STATED THE DEPARTMENT'S EARLIER 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT PROVIDING 
A GENUINE TRANSFER OF POWER AND EMPHASIZED THAT THE 
ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSALS OFFER "AN OPPORTUNITY FOR A 
LASTING SETTLEMENT." HE ADDED, "ONE IMPORTANT GOAL IS 
TO END THE FIGHTING AND TRAGICALLY ENOUGH THAT IS IN- 
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CREASING AND SPREADING TO NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES AS SEEN 
IN THE RECENT RHODESIAN ATTACKS IN BOTSWANA AND ZAMBIA. 
NOW WE WILL CONTINUE TO OWRK WITH ALL THE PARTIES, BOTH 
THOSE IN SALISBURY AND OUTSIDE THE COUNTRY TO PROMOTE 
AN OVERALL SETTLEMENT THAT WILL GUARANTEE THE IRREVERSI- 
BILITY AND FAIRNESS OF THE PROCESS LEADING TO MAJORITY 
RUEL AND INDEPENDENCE"....MARCH 22 AM ALL MAJOR MEDIA 
CARRIED REPORTS OF THE SWEARING IN. MOST WERE LESS THAN 
ENTHUSIASTIC AND ALL WERE CRITICAL THAT NO REPORTERS OR 
PHOTOGRAPHERS WERE PERMITTED TO WITNESS THE CEREMONY. 
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REPORTS ALSO NOTED THAT THE PUBLIC WAS NOT NOTIEIED.... 

THE NY TIMES CARRIED A REPORT ON THE FRONT PAGE BY JOHN 
BURNS. HE REPORTED "THE SWEARING-IN CEREMONY INTRODUCED 
THE BLACK LEADERS INTO A GOVERNMENT STRUCTURE THAT RETAINS 
ULTIMATE CONSTITUTIONAL POWER IN WHITE HANDS. EOR EXAMPLE 
MR. SMITH WILL RETAIN THE TITLE OE PRIME MINISTER, AND THE 
STATUTORY POWERS THAT ACCOMPANY IT." HE REPORTS THAT 
LATER THE EOUR MET AGAIN FOR THE EIRST SESSION OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL. "AETER THE 90 MINUTE SESSION, MR. 

SMITH SAID THAT THE EOUR MEMBERS OE THE GOVERNING COUNCIL 
HAD DRAWN LOTS TO DECIDE WHO WOULD BE CHAIRMAN OE THE 
COUNCIL, AND THUS HEAD OF THE INTERIM GOVERNMENT. HE SAID 
HE HAD WON THE DRAW, GIVING HIM THE POST EOR THE EIRST 
EOUR- WEEK PERIOD."....THE TIMES ALSO CARRIED A EEATURE ON 
MUZOREWA WHICH WAS LISTED AS SPECIAL TO THE NEW YORK 
TIMES EROM SALISBURY. THE REPORT STATES, "AS TURNOUTS 
AT POLITICAL RALLIES HAVE SHOWN TIME AND AGAIN, NO OTHER 
NATIONALIST LEADER CAN MATCH BISHOP MUZOREWA EOR POPULAR 
SUPPORT...IP THE CROWDS CAN BE TRANSLATED INTO BALLOTS 
WHEN THE COUNTRY'S 3.5 MILLION BLACK VOTERS MAKE THEIR 
CHOICE LATER THIS YEAR, THE BISHOP IS ALMOST CERTAIN TO 
EMERGE AS THE COUNTRY'S EIRST BLACK LEADER. BUT EVEN 
HIS CLOSEST SUPPORTERS HAVE QUESTIONED WHETHER HE HAS THE 
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POLITICAL ACUMEN TO OUTWIT THE RIVALS WHO WOULD BE MAN- 
UEVERING TO OUST HIM ALMOST AS SOON AS HE TOOK OEFICE." 

THE REPORT CONTINUES, "THE BISHOP HAS BEEN WIDELY SEEN AS 
OEFERING A NONPARTISAN PATH TO FREEDOM. AT HIS RALLIES, 
EOLLOWERS OETEN DESCRIBE HIM AS THE MAN WHO 'STOPPED THE 
KILLING' THAT CHARACTERIZED OTHER NATIONALISTS RIVALRY." 
....MICHAEL T. KAUFMAN REPORTING FROM MAPUTO WROTE THAT 
A GUERRILLA SPOKESMAN COMMENTING ON THE BIG TURNOUT FOR 
MUZOREWA ON HIS RETURN EROM THE U.S. SAID, "WE DON'T 
DOUBT THERE WERE 100,000 BLACK PEOPLE IN SALISBURY CHEER- 
ING THE BISHOP BUT SALISBURY IS THE CENTER OE BISHOP 
MUZOREWA'S CONSTITUENCY. IT IS NOT AT ALL SIGNIEICANT." 
KAUEMAN REPORTS THAT THE SPOKESMEN SAID THAT FAR MORE 
SIGNIEICANT IS THE "CONTROL THAT THE GUERRILLAS HERE SAY 
THEY ARE GAINING OVER LARGE PARTS OF RURAL RHODESIA." 

HE REPORTED THAT MUGABE SAID THERE WERE ABOUT 700,000 
BLACK RHODESIANS LIVING IN WHAT HE SAID WERE EFEECTIVELY 
LIBERATED AREAS WHERE ALL SIGNS OE RHODESIAN ADMINISTRA- 
TION HAD DISAPPEARED...MISSIONARY SOURCES CONTACED IN THE 
LAST WEEK BOTH IN ZAMBIA AND HERE HAVE CORROBORATED 
REPORTS THAT THERE ARE LARGE AREAS WHERE RHODESIAN ADMIN- 
ISTRATION HAS DISAPPEARED AND WHERE GUERRILLA UNITS ARE 
OPENLY RUNNING COURSES IN POLITICAL EDUCATION, REPORTED 
KAUEMAN....WASHINGTON POST'S DAVID OTTAWAY REPORTS, "THE 
EATE OF THE INTERNAL AGREEMENT SIGNED HERE 18 DAYS AGO 
MAY WELL HAND ON THE SUCCESS OE THIS APPEAL (MUZOREWA SAID 
THE TOP PRIORITY OF THE TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT WOULD BE 
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TO CONVICE THE PATRIOTIC FRONT GUERRILLAS TO COME HOME AND 
SUPPORT THE INTERNAL SETTLEMENT). WITHOUT AN END TO THE 
WORSENING GUERRILLA WAR, IT IS HIGHLY UNLIKELY THAT ELEC- 
TIONS FOR A BLACK MAJORITY GOVERNMENT WILL EVER BE HELD, 
AND THERE IS FEAR THAT A CIVIL WAR WITH FOREIGN INVOLVE- 
MENT WILL DEVELOP." HE ADDED, "AT THE SAME TIME, THERE 
WERE REPORTS THAT SMITH HAD QUIETLY REVAMPED HIS WAR 
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FOR AMB YOUNG 

COUNCIL - THE BODY RESPONSIBLE FOR THE CONDUCT OF THE 
GOVERNMENT'S ANTI-GUERRILLA CAMPAIGN - TO REDUCE ITS 
SIZE FROM 10 TO 5 AND EXCLUDE ALL MINISTERS BEFORE THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THE TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT. THIS WOULD 
MEAN THAT THE NEW BLACK MINISTERS AND MEMBERS OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL WOULD NOT BE IN A POSITION TO EXERCISE 
MUCH INFLUENCE OVER THE CONDUCT OF THE WAY." OTTAWAY ALSO 
COMMENTING ON PRESIDENT CARTER'S CALL FOR A SUMMIT MEETING 
WITH ALL PARTIES WROTE, "THE PROSPECTS FOR A NEW YORK 
CONFERENCE THUS APPEARED PARTICULARLY GRIM AS U.S. AMB. 

TO THE U.N. ANDREW YOUNG ARRIVE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA YESTER- 
DAY IN A LAST-DITCH EFFORT TO SALVAGE THE ANGL- AMERICAN 
PROPOSALS FOR A RHODESIAN SETTLEMENT. " HE CONTINUED THAT 
YOUNG SAID HE HOPES PLANS OF ACTION FOR SUCH A SETTLEMENT 
WOULD BE CREATED WITHIN 30 DAYS....THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
MONITOR CARRIED TWO FEATURE ARTICLES ON RHODESIA. THE 
FIRST BY REUTERS CORRESPONDENT RODNEY PINDER SURVEYED 
BOTH BLACKS AND WHITES ABOUT THEIR VIEWS ON RHODESIA'S 
ABILITY TO SHIFT TO MAJORITY RULE. PINDER REPORTS THAT 
THE GENERAL FEELING FROM THOSE PEOPLE INTERVIEWED IS THAT 
RHODESIA IS POORLY PREPARED. ONE PERSON IS QUOTE AS 
SAYING, "THERE HAVE BEEN NO REAL MOVES TO PREPARE THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PEOPLE, CERTAINLY NOT BY THE GOVERNMENT." REV. SITHOLE 
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IS REPORTED AS SAYING, "THE GOVERNMENT SHOULD HAVE DONE 
MORE TO PREPARE WHITES EOR MAJORITY RULE." THE PEOPLE 
INTERVIEWED WERE NOT OPTIMISTIC ABOUT THE GOVERNMENT 
BEING ABLE TO EFEECTIVELY INTEGRATE BLACKS INTO TOP POSI- 
TIONS WITHIN THE CIVIL SERCIE AND BUSINESS SECTOR- 
TONY HAWKINS DISCUSSES THE CHALLENGES AHEAD EOR THE TRAN- 
SITIONAL GOVERNMENT IN THE SECOND MONITOR ARTICLE. THE 
ARTICLE IS VERY NEUTRAL AND SHEDS NO NEW LIGHT ON THE 
ISSUES. HAWKINS SUMMARIZES, "JUST HOW EEFECTIVELY POWER 
IS TRANSEERRED DURING THE TRANSITIONAL PERIOD REMAINS 
TO BE SEEN, BUT THE PLAN CALLS EOR A SHIET TO A BLACK 
GOVERNMENT ELECTED IN DECEMBER TO TAKE OEEICE ON JAN. I, 

1979. THERE WILL BE A COMPLETE TRANSEER OR POWER. ALL 
THE WHITES WILL RETAIN THE 28 SEATS IN THE 100 SEAT AS- 
SEMBLY THAT WILL GIVEM THEM THE LEGISLATIVE MUSCLE TO PRE- 
VENT ANY ATTEMPTS TO CHANGE THE MINORITY GUARANTEES AGREED 
ON IN THE INTERNAL TALKS." 

....THE WASHINGTON STAR CARRIED A LONDON PIECE BY JAMES J. 
KILPATRICK WHO WROTE, 'IN BOTH LONDON AND WASHINGTON, WE 
ARE WITNESSING THESE DAYS THE MAKING OF A MONUMENTAL 
BLUNDER. BY THEIR REEUSAL TO EMBRACE THE RHODESIAN SET- 
TLEMENT, BRITAIN AND THE UNTIED STATES ARE DEMONSTRATING 
TO THE WHOLDE WORLD HOW THE WEST WILL BE LOST.".. ..A UPI 
DISPATCH PROM SALISBURY BRIEFLY REPORTS, "THE PASSING OP 
AN ERA CAME QUETLY TO RHODESIA, EXCEPT EOR THE BOON OP AR- 
TILLERY THAT MARKED MILITARY TRAINING EXERCISES ACROSS THE 
STREET. A BLACK BISHOP OP THE ANGLICAN CHURCH ADMINISTERED 
AN OATH TO THREE BLACK I .RADERS TUESDAY IN A CEREMONY CRE- 
ATING A MULTIRACIAL TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT AND ENDING 89 
YEARS OF WHITE SUPREMACY."....THE WEST BERLIN MEDIA REVIEW 
OP COVERAGE CARRIES THE POLLIWNG QUOTES: INDEP DER TAGES 
PIEGEL - "THERE IS NO DOUBT THAT THE SOVIETS WILL 
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TRY EVERYTHING TO ACHIEVE A PORCIBLE UPHEAVAL TO REPLACE 
THE MODERATE BY A PRO-COMMUNIST REGIME. IN EPPECT, THE 
BLACK-AND-WHITE PARTNERSHIP WHICH IS NOW PROCLAIMED IN 
ZIMBABWE HAS WORKED IN ONLY A PEW APRICAN STATES.'... 

PRO-SP SPANDAUER VOLKSBLATT "SUPPOSED THAT IAN SMITH 
WOULD CONTINUE HIS INTRIGUES BECAUSE HE IS STRUGGLING FOR 
SURVIVAL AND SEEKING TO SAVE POSITIONS OP POWER. NEW 
TENSIONS IS INEVITABLE AND HOPED THAT THE NEW CONSTITUTION

ALSO REPORTS, "THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PLAN APPEARS TO BE 
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DEADLOCKED EOLLOWING THE REEUSAL OE GUERRILLA LEADERS TO 
ATTEND A NEW CONFERENCE ON RHODESIA'S EUTURE"....THE AP

SPOKESMEN OF THE COUNCIL EOR NAMIBIA SAYING THE PROPOSAL

SWIPT ACTION, IT WAS AGREED ALSO TO RUSH AN ADVANCE GROUP 
OP 150 TO 200 IRANIAN TROOPS TO LEBANON TOMORROW (MARCH22)
